Ihe latter view have been the wisest.

Some Moral Aspects of the Question. 


Editor 
Bepnblioan:— Tnere are still 


some honorable 
conservative 
people 


among us who ask the question, "What 
hae tbis nation to do with Ccba? Why 
should we flgbt 
brother's keeper?" 


There were also just snob people in 


1801. otherwise good citizens, who de- 
plored theldea of fighting, to keep others 
niider a government they professed to nb- 
bor. These are tbe peace-at-any-pricc 
men of 1861, and their descendants of 
1898. Bat they tiro citizens of our com- 
mon country, it is even presumed that 
they love their country, and they certain- 
ly have the same rights as the rest of us. 
It might not be unprofitable to examine 
some of the reasons offered by these peace- 
fully conservative persons for tbe opinions 
they entertain. In tbe first place these 
people have a very great reverence for the 
tenets of Intel national law, and especially 
for tbat one which In effect declares that 
ovary nation should mind Its own basi- 
nas;. Ibis commends itself especially to 
the legal members of tbis conservative 
class. Ihe respect of the legal mind for 
all statutes is the»touch!ng, and intcinn 
tlonal law appeals to them, possibly Be- 
oanse of tbe shadowy character ot those 
laws. They are the creation of no legisla- 
tive body having power to enforce their 
decrees. The day may come when we 
shall have an international 3onrt formed 
by the civilized nations of tho e.trth, with 
power to make and enforce, laws, bnt we 
have no snch court now. At present 
these statutes are a set of platitudes gov- 
erning tbe intercourse between honozoble 
nations. Most of the great powers have 
violated some of these laws, when It snit- 
ed tcclr imrpoao to do so. To enforce 
these laws wonld require a grand concert 
of the powers. What prospect there would 
be of Bach action being exerted upon an 
offender when a fl rat class power, tha late 
attempted concert upan the affairs of 
Crete and Greece., ought to give us suffi- 
cient information. 


Yes, It is the dnryof natlocn to mind 


their own business first, but when a na- 
tion proceeds to mind Its own business by 
killing and starving its own subjects by 
thousands, just to get rid of them, an- 
other nation, more humane t.ni more 
powerful, ia justified even by this interna- 
tional law, iu making the aforesaid na- 
tion ceaso Its atrocities and retire from 
the business of governing the people. 


This is just what It is to be hoped we 


are about to do. We want it to be done 
in the name ct humanity, and a higher 
civilization. Sbonlc! there be a suspicion 
that we were after more territory only, 
we would have cause for shamo. Is It 
not time for ns to show the other nations 
ef tbe earth tbat no matter what tbeir 
eastern may be, we propose to introduce 
tbe ruorul question into our statesman 
ship, and to fight If need be for an op- 
pressed humanity in our vicinity ? And 
ia it not our business to all, that tbe stat 
utos of international law are not all in 
favor of 
monarchic! institutions? No 


doubt we have been Instrumental in plac- 
ing the Monroe dootrlne upon tbe pages 
of that law book, and I doubt not, if need 
there be, thut we could add another, tbat 
•could be in the Interest of people who 
were straggling against tbe divine right 
of kings, for their liberties. 


International law wonld have justified 


tha recognition of the confederate state* 
\>j the nations of tbe earth. 
Why did 


they not do it? Probably because they 
recognized tbe greater justice of oar cansi 
and probably lomu feared tbo possibility 
of oar revenge afterward. Whenever onr 
nitim should announce in ao anthorita 
live manner that "we oro not onr broth 
er's keeper," froni that moment you wll 
bo abla to note the decadence of the Unit 
ed States. For tbe maintenance of tb 
power and influence of this nation for lib 
erty ana humanity, and to maintain tb 
self respect of those who are now with ud 
and those who come after as, we had bet 
ter sacrifice one hundred thousand of ou
